Jacos K. Berea, COUNTERFEITING 

Jacob K. Boyer, for many years 2 respectable 
Merchant of Reading, and the father of « large 
family, was indicted for forging, uttering and 
delivering a false and counterfeited note of $100, 
on the United States Bank. The prosecution 
was based upon this single note, but as the Dis- 
trict Attorney remarked, ‘‘if he was guilty at 
all, he was guilty of the most expert, extensive 
and wholesale plan of counterfeiting ever 
known in the Uniied States."’ 

The evidence consisted chiefly of details given 
by accomplices. 1t seemed that in the fall of 
1827, John McClintock and David Seltzer, two 
wretches, of miserable character, were arrested 
at Reading, with a quantity of counterfeit money 
in their p . Ase e of self-defence 
they blowed, as the technical phrase goes, and 

ve a detail of facts, implicating the defendant 
} oa in fact, showing him to be the chief of 
the gang. McClintock took the police officers 
to the top of a mountain near Reading, covered 
with stones, removed one and discovered a tin 
box, containing several plates and tools used for 
counterfeiting, and nearly 15,000 dollars of coun- 
terfeit money already signed, and reedy for 
passing. He afterwards went to his own house, 
which had been previously searched without suc- 
cess, and brought back to the officers a bundle 
of about $1700 in spurious paper money. The 
note on whieh the indictment was founded was 
not fou2d at the mountain, but was among the 
bundle brought by McCtintoek from his own 
house. He was entirely out of custody when he 
went there, and did not return until the next 
morning. 

John MeClintock swore, that he gave the tis 
box, plates, and money, up to the Marshal; there 
was but one 100 U. 8. Bank note in the bundle. 
He thea went on as follows: he got it from Ja- 
eob K. Boyer, and gave him nothing for it; he 

ve it to me to pass, and I gave him $25 or $30 
= it; and gave me other notes at the same time; 
I had dealings with Boyer in 1826; 1 got several 
notes from him; one $100 of the Commercial 
Bank; I gave him $25 for it; 1 got several times 
afterw ; no time more than $100; I always 
paid him in good money. He gave me an order 
on Seltzer for $1200 or $1400; presented the or- 
der and got the bills. 

The witness in his cross-examination said he 
had been confined crazy in the Hospital since; 
he went also into a full detail of circumstances. 

David Seltzer swore, to the same effect except 
that his dealings were more extensive: he got 
bad money at different times; he received $480, 
for which he gave his note for one third of that 
eum; also 91450; the bills were called —_— 
tickets; McClintock presented an erder whic 
was burnt, because the defendant told them al- 
ways to burn such papers with his name to them; 
he swore to Boyer’s connection with Bradshaw, 
Sanders, Craig, Dager, &c. notorious eounter- 
feiters. This witness went into an elaborate de- 
tail of cir tances ted with the above 
facts. 

John Sales swore, that he had received a 
$100 U. 8. Bank note from the defendant, in 
July, 1827, and sent it by a man to Hasrisburgh, 
four or five months afierwards. It was returned 
as counterfeit. Witness took it to defendant and 
got good money for it. He asked witness if he 
was sure he had got it from him. 

Mr. Dallas hore offered to read a letter from 
the defendant, addressed to Benjamin Thompson, 
and proved his hand writing Richard Porter, 
and proved by John McLean, that Benj. Thomp- 
son was called Benj. Moses, also; and was con- 
victed of forging and counterfeiting at this court 
within a year. The letter was then read. It 
contained no express mention of counterfeit mo- 
ney, but made use of phrases and terms, ambiga- 
ous and double ia their signification, from which 
the defendant's counsel argued innocence, and 
the United States Attorney guilty. 

William P. Orrich stated, that in 1820, while 

in Philadelphia, he received from his clerk a #50, 
counterfeit note on the U. 8. Bank. It was 
crossed at the Bank. Witness sent it back to 
Reading. They alleged it had beon got from 
defendant; a suit wae brought against hun, and 
judgment entered for the plaintit! for $50, and 
paid. 
; Frederick Rodenburger stated, that he know 
Craig's house, (the place where the counterfeit- 
ers resided, and areceptacle for stolen goods.) 
He rented itonce, Defendant had the renting of 
it; he was agent for the owner. 

John Aurand, Depaty Sherif of Berks county, 
knew Craig's house; he searched it, and found a 
press for counterfeiting there. 

David Fisher received a counterfeit note from 
defendant five years ago; don't remember the 
amount; John Keim said it was counterfeit; it 
was returned to the defendant; he made some 
excuse and paid the money. 

Jacob Eargood borrowed three notes of five 
dollars from the defendant, 4 years ago, and 
gave him a judgment for them. They were 
counterfeit, and witness took them back to him. 
Boyer said he did not think the witness was 
going to pase them in Reading. The notes were 
bad. One Wells allowed he would net give me 
a plug of tobacco for them. 

The testimony for the United States closed, 
and C. J. Jack, Esq. opened for the defence. 

George K. Bishop, William Fricker, and 
Henry Betts, swore, that they knew Jacob Ear- 
good, and his character was bad; they would 
not believe him on his oath. 

Four witnesses swore that Seltzer’s charac- 
ter was infamour, and they would not believe 
bir on his oath. 

Fifteen or twenty witnesses swore to defend- 
ant’s standing in Reading; that he was an ex- 
cellent father and busband; a good citizen, up- 
right in his business; doing large transactions as 
a merchant, and as largely concerned as any 
western merchant in Pennsylvania. On crose- 
examination, the witnesses said they had heard 
re of hie counterfeitmg in Reading; people 
called hws store the Callowhild Street Bank, &c. ; 
but other respectable je were also talked 
of; and they elso said et agen aoe tried in 
Reading fer a acquitted.

Rvuesta anv Torxery.—The German 
announce the renewal of operations bet ween the 
Russians and Turks. It is stated that the Grand 
Vizier arrived at Shumla the 6th Jan. and had 
collected about 80,000 men to attack Paravady. 
Sevoral affairs of Posts had taken place. About 
600 Turkish horse had i the post of 
Koludjik, and the Russian patrols had fallen 
into their hands. Two Cossacks and a subaltern 
officer were killed, and the commander of the 
post and 32 Cossacks are missing. The Turks 
afterwards retired to Shumla. At sea the Rus- 
sians have had the advaniage, and we are in- 
formed in letters from the Russian head quar- 
ters that the Turkish flotilla before Nicropolis, 
has been destroyed. The crews were aurpriced 
and put to the sword, and out of the thirty ves- 
sels and gun boats which composed the flotilla, 
twenty-nine were burnt. : 

Faonrters or Senvia, Feb. 26.—Tho late 
advantages gained by the Russians, especially 
the taking of Tournoul, have greatly exaspera- 
ted the Turkish Generals. Ibrahim Pacha, who 
commanded in this latter place, andthe Ayan of 
Tournoul, have done very well not to take ad- 
vantage of the capitulation for themselves, but 
to remain with Count Langeron, to whom they 
surrendered. They would certainly have been 
beheaded as soon asthey reached Nircopolis. It 
is known that this has been the fate of the three 
Ayens who went to that town to carry to Tcha- 
pan Oglou the capitulation of Tournoul. This 
General has openly accused Ibrahim Pacha of 
treason and cowardice. The latter ie treated 
with great attention by Count Langeron. 

According to accounts from the Turkish fron- 
tiers, the Turks in Asia are making great.prepa- 
rations for the ensuing campaign, and there is 
every appearance that operations will commence 
at the first opening of spring. It is said, that 
besides the usual troops, there are in Erzeroum 
8000 regular infantry. 

Advices from Bucharest announce that Turk- 
ish Murachas had set out from that place to 
Routschuk, and Count Langeron had sent seve- 
ral Boyards to meet them, and serve them as 
Masinadarhs on the road. The barbarity of 
Ischapan Oglou, in beheading the three Ayans 
who bore to him intelligence of the surrender of 
pTournoul, created such apprehension in the 
foinds of the commander and Ayan of that 
fortress, that they declined taking advantage of 
the conditions of the capitulation, and preferred 
following the Russians as prisoners. 

Faontieans or Srrvia, Feb. 26.—All our 
accounts agree that preparations are making in 
the Russian army which indicate an intention of 
besieging the fortresses on the Danube, and 
making @ general attack upon Servia. The 
Turks, on their side, are making vigorous pre- 
parations for delence; they are strengthenin 
their fortresses, augmenting the grrrwons, 
collecting provisions and ammunition. The 
weather being dry, the roads are in good con- 
dition.
